REPORT  SCHOOL  BOARD 

Year  Ending  February  15,  191? 


The  School  Board  organized  for  the  year  imme- 
diately after  the  district  meeting,  and  elected  Leopold 
T.  Togus,  chairman,  and  Albert  F.  Sanborn,  clerk.  It 
was  voted  to  meet  on  the  first  Monday  night  of  each 
month,  with  the  exception  of  August,  at  7.30  o'clock. 

The  schools  have  made  satisfactory  progress  during 
the  year,  considering  the  handicaps  they  labor  under, 
especially  that  of  overcrowing.  The  congestion  at  No. 
4  is  serious,  and  the  district  must  give  it  earnest  con- 
sideration in  the  near  future.  Even  by  transporting 
the  higher  grades  to  No.  6  conditions  are  not  much  im- 
proved, and  now  No.  6  grammar  is  crowded  to  the  limit. 

We  have  had  an  able  corps  of  teachers  during  the 
year  who  have  worked  diligently  to  obtain  good  results. 
There  have  been  several  changes  among  them,  but  no 
retardation  of  work  resulted,  Mrs.  Mabel  S.  Daley, 
teacher  at  No,  5,  resigned  in  May,  and  Miss  Jennie 
Harwood  of  Manchester,  was  engaged  to  finish  the  bal- 
ance of  the  term.  Miss  Marjorie  Davis,  teacher  of  No. 
6  grammar  school,  resigned  late  in  August,  and  Miss 
Blanche  Thibedeau,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Normal 
School,  was  hired  for  the  year  to  teach  No.  6  grammar 
school,  but  met  with  an  unfortunate  accident  in  October 
by  which  she  was  incapacitated.  She  was  granted  a 
leave  of  absence,  Mr.  John  Jennings  of  Manchester  was 
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engaged  as  a  substitute.  Miss  Blanche  Woodbury  has 
taught  No.  6  primary,  Miss  Florence  Chancey  No.  2, 
Miss  Rena  Kimball  No.  4,  and  Miss  Hazel  Davis  No.  7, 
throughout  the  year. 

The  schools  were  closed  for  one  week  during  the 
month  of  October,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  infantile 
paralysis  in  surrounding  tov/ns.  No  cases  developed  in 
Hooksett,  however,  and  work  was  resumed  without  fur- 
ther loss  of  time.  The  schools  were  in  session  a  total  of 
thirty-four  weeks. 

On  account  of  the  congestion  in  Nos.  2  and  4,  the 
policy  of  transporting  the  pupils  in  the  higher  grades  to 
No.  6  grammar  has  been  continued,  and  at  present  a 
total  of  twenty-five  scholars  are  being  carried  by  trolley. 
In  this  connection  the  Board  this  year  changed  the  pre- 
vious policy,  and  has  been  purchasing  tickets  from  the 
electric  railroad  in  advance.  The  teacher  issues  two  of 
these  tickets  each  afternoon  to  each  pupil  present,  one 
to  carry  them  home  at  night  and  the  other  to  bring  them 
back.  This  avoids  the  necessity  of  parents  advancing 
carfare,  which  in  the  case  of  a  long  term  amounts  to 
considerable,  and  also  simplifies  the  bookkeeping  neces- 
sary where  so  many  are  carried.  The  total  cost  of 
transportation,  including  the  carriage  bringing  pupils 
from  No.  8  district,  is  about  $20  per  week. 

The  amount  of  repairing  done  during  the  summer 
was  considerable.  A  new  chimney  was  constructed  at 
No.  7  school  house,  and  the  inside  was  cleaned  and 
painted.  A  new  floor  in  this  building  will  be  needed  in 
the  near  future. 

At  No.  5  the  long  desired  well  was  finally  dug,  and 
six  feet  of  excellent  water  in  abundant  supply  was  ob- 
tained on  the  school  ground  near  the  school  house.      A 
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good  pump  was  installed.  This  building  was  shingled, 
the  chimney  repaired  and  cleaned, the  woodshed  repaired 
and  the  toilets,  which  had  fallen  into  decay,  rebuilt. 

The  woodshed  and  toilets  at  No.  4  are  absolutely 
unfit  for  use  and  must  be  altered  during  the  coming 
year. 

The  toilets  at  No.  6  are  always  in  a  filthy  and  un- 
sanitary condition,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  about 
twenty-five  pupils  from  every  district  in  town  are  obliged 
to  be  there  all  day  it  is  imperative  that  something  decent 
and  convenient  be  provided  for  them.  Closets  within  the 
school  building,  which  are  guaranteed  absolutely  sweet 
clean  and  sanitary,  can  be  provided  for  Nos.  6  and  4  at 
an  expense  of  about  $250,  and  it  is  earnestly  recom- 
mended that  the  district  sanction  their  installation.  The 
expense  of  trying  to  keep  in  a  usuable  condition  the  out- 
side closets  now  in  use  averages  about  $25  to  $30  a  year' 
so  that  the  new  closets  would  be  an  actual  saving  in 
money,  as  well  as  adding  to  the  comfort  and  the  health 
of  the  pupils. 

The  light  in  the  primary  and  grammar  schools  at 
No.  6  was  so  bad  during  the  late  afternoons  of  the  short 
days  of  fall  and  winter  that  it  was  injurious  to  the  eyes 
of  the  children,  and  it  was  deemed  "advisable  to  place 
electric  lights  in  these  rooms. 

Mr.  C.  P.  Sanborn  has  acted  as  truant  officer  through- 
out the  year.

In  conclusion,  it  is  earnestly  recommended  that  at 
least  as  much  money  be  appropriated  this  year  as  last. 
The  state  department  is  vigorously  urging  that  we  put 
our  school  buildings  in  good  condition,  both  structurally 
and  hygiencially,  and  this  can  only  be  done  by  continu- 
ing the  present  appropriations  for  repairs,  in  addition  to 
the  estimate  for  sanitary  closets.
